ing to go about to decide the Controverſy concerning 
their Antiquity between the Univerſities of Oxford 
and Cambridge, that ſhall be left to themſelves, they 
have both able Pens enough to plead for them. My 
Deſign is only to follow my Author; and accordingly - 
T ſhall here give ſome ſhort Hints of what Mr. Hearn 
has more fully collected from ſeveral Writers, con- 
» cermng this Nicholas Cantalupe. 
Hearnii, Leland in his Work de Scriptoribus, informs 
Sprottus, #5, That Nicholas Cantalupe was of Welſh Ex- 
13 535 traction, of the ſame Family with the holy Thomas 
Cantalupe, Biſhop of Heretord, nothing degenera- 
ting from his Sanctity, and therefore in his Youth be- 
came a Carmelite Frier; was very ſtudious, and par- 
ticularly in Divinity, and writ in praiſe of his Order ; 
as alſo a ſhort Hiſtory, which Leland ſays he had 
not ſeen, and died the 27th of September, 1441.

A Speech deliver'd in Parliament by Sir S i-

quity of CAMBRIDGE. 


I Stand up to perſwade, if 1t may be, the de-16. p. 242, 
1 clining of the preſent Queſtion, and the 
further Diſpute of the Buſineſs. Yeſterday we 
had long Debate about the putting out of a 
Word, and now we are fallen into a Diſpute of 
putting one Word before another. I account it 
no Honour to Cambridge that it got the prece- 
dence by Voices at the former Committee, nor 
will it be any Glory to Oxford to gain it by 
Voices here, where we all know the multitude 
of Burrough Towns in the Weſtern Part of Eng- 
land do ſend ſo many worthy Members hither, 
that if we meaſure things by Number, and not 
by Weight, Cambridge is ſure to loſe it. I would 
therefore propound a more noble Way and 
Means for the Deciſion of the preſent Contro- 
verſy, than by Queſtion : In which, if the U- 
niverſity of Oxford, n for my own a” I 
2, Q 
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do highly Reſpe& and Honour), ſhall obtain 


the Prize; it would be far more Glory to it, 
than to carry it by Multitude of Voices, which 
indeed can be none at all. Let us therefore 
diſpute it by Reaſon, and not make an Idol of 
either Place; and if I ſhall be ſo convinc'd, I 
ſhall readily change my Vote, wiſhing we may 
find the ſame Ingenuity in the Oxford Men. 
There are two principal Reſpects beſides 0- 
thers, in which theſe famous Univerſities may 
claim Precedence each of other. 

Fiſt, In reſpect of their Being, as they were 
Places of Note in the elder Ages. | 


Secondly, As they were ancient Nurſeries and 


Sced-Plots of Learning. | 


It I do not therefore prove that Cambridg 


was a renowned City at leaſt 500 Years before 


there was a Houſe of Oxford ſtanding, and 
whilſt brute Beaſts fed, and Corn was ſown on 
that Place, where that City is now ſeated ; 


And that Cambridge was a Nurſery of Learning 


before Oxford was known to have a Grammar- 
School in it, I will yield up the Eucklers. If 
I ſhould loſe time to reckon up the vain Alle- 
gations produc'd for the Antiquity of Oxford 
by Twyne, and of Cambridge by Cains ; I ſhould 
but repeat Deliria ſenum, for I account the moſt 
of that they have publiſh'd in print to be no 
better. Bur I find by Authorities, without ex- 
ception, that in the ancient Catalogue of the 
Cities of Britain, Cambridge is the ninth in Num- 
ber, where London itſelf is but the eleventh ; 
and who would have thought that ever Oxford 


ſhould have contended for Precedence with Cam- 


bridge, which Tondin gave it above 1200 Years 
ſince? This I find in Gas Albanins's Britiſh 
Hiſtory, who dy'd about the Year 520, being 
the-ancienteſt Domeſtick Monument we have

p. 60. And in a Saxon anonymous Story, writ- 
ten in Latin, touching the Britains and Saxons, 
p. 39, who ſaid of himſelf, that he lived in the 
Days of Penda, King of the Mercjans, in the 
1oth Year of his Reign, and that he knew him 
well, which falls out to be near upon the Year 
620 And laſtly, I find the Catalogue ot the 
ſaid Britiſh Cities, with ſome little Variation, 
to be ſet down in Nenntus his Latin Story of 
Britain, p. 38. and he wrote the. ſame, as he 
ſays of himſelf, in the Year 880. They all call 


it Cairgrant, the word Cair, in the old Celtick 
Tongue, ſignifying a City. 


Theſe three Stories are exotick and rare Mo- 
numents remaining; yet only in ancient Manu- 
ſcripts amongſt us, not known to many; but 
the Authority of them is irrefragable, and with- 
out exception. The beſt and moſt ancient Co- 
pies_that I have ſeen of Gildas Albanius and 
Nennius, remain in the Univerſity Library of 
Cambridge, being thoſe I have vouch'd, and the 
Saxon anonymous, in a Library here near us. 


This Cairgrant is not only expounded by Alfred 
of Beverley to ſignify Cambridge, but alſo by 


William de Ramſey, Abbot of Croyland, in his 
Manuſcript Story of the Life of Guthlanus, ig- 
norantly in thoſe elder Days reputed a Saint. 
The ſald Miliam goes further, and ſays, it was 
ſo call'd Granta flumine. This Place remain'd 
{till a City of Fame and Repute a long time, 
under the Reign of the Enghiſh Saxons, and is 
call'd in divers of the old Saxon manuſcript 
Annals, Granteceafter. And notwithſtanding 
the great Devaſtations it ſuffer'd, with other 
Places, by reaſon of the Daniſh Incurſions, yet 
in the firſt Tome or Volume cf the Book of 
Dowrsver (for now I come to cite Record) 


it appears to have been a Place of conſiderable 


A 3 moment, 
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moment having in it Decem cuſtodias, and a Caſtle 
of great Strength and Extent ; and ſo I have 
done with Cambridge as a renowned Place, 

And now I come to ſpeak of it, as it hath 


been a Nurſery of Learning, nor will I begin 


higher with it than the Time of the learned 
Saxon Monarch, King Aljred, becauſe I ſuppoſe 
no M.n will queſtion or ' gain-lay, but that 
there are ſufficient Teſtimonies of certain Per- 


ſons that did, together in Cambridge, ſtudy the 


Arts and Sciences much about the Time. And 
it grew to be a Place ſo famous for Learning a- 
bout the Time of # illiam the Firſt, the Norman, 
that he ſent his younger Son, Henry, thither to be 


there inſtructed ; who himſelf being afterwards 
King of Exclaud, by the name of Henry the Firſt, 


was alſo ſur-nam'd Beauclerk, in reſpe& of his 
great and invulgar Knowledge. If I ſhould un- 
dertake to alledge and vouch the Records and 
other Monuments of good Authority, which 
aſſert and prove the Increaſe and flouriſhing 
State of this Univerſity in the ſucceeding Ages, 
I ſhould ſpend more time than our great and 
weighty Occaſions, at this preſent, will per- 
mir. Ir ſhall therefore ſuffice to have added, 
That the moſt ancient and firſt endow'd Col- 
lege of England was Valence College in Cambridge, 
which after the Foundation thereof, as appears 
by one of our Parliament Rolls, remaining up- 
on Record in the Tower of London, receiv'd the 
new Name or Appellation of Pembroke- Hall. It 


is in Rotu. Parliam. de anno 38 H. 6. Num. 3 1. 
It appearing therefore ſo evidently by all that. 


J have ſaid, that Cambridge is in all reſpects the 
elder Siſſer; ; (which I ſpeak not to derogate 
from Oxford) my humble Advice is, Thar we 
lay aſide the preſent Queſtion, as well to avoid 
Diviſion among our ſelves, as to entomb all 
further

further Emulation between the two Siſters, and 
that we ſuffer the preſent Bill to paſs, as it is 
now penn'd; and the rather, becauſe I think 


Oxford had the Precedence in the laſt Bill of this 


Nature that paſſed this Houſe. 


Having ſaid as much as is ſufficient concerning 
our Author Cantalupe, with the addition of the 
Speech above, in favour of the Antiquity and Prece- 
dence of Cambridge, it will be time to proceed to 
the Hiſtory it ſelf, leaving each Reader to paſs his 
Judgment upon it, which is a Liberty every Man will 
claim, and has ſome right to: But in this, as in 
moſt other Caſes, which are not Mathematical De- 
monſtration, Nature is generally biaſs'd by Affection; 
fo that as the Cantabrigian will not yield to Ox- 
ford; ſo the Oxonian will ſcarce ever be brought to 
give Place to 3 I ſhall only obſerve, That 
the Bulls which Mr. Hearn has, according to his 
Manuſcript, as I preſume, prefix d before the Hiſtory, 
1 have plac'd after it. | 

But I will not here omit a notable Account of a 
Mutiny of the Inhabitants of Cambridge, againſt 
the Univerſity, as it is an Incident belonging to the 


Hiſtory thereof, which Mr. Hearn has given us af- 


ter the Bulls of Popes, in Latin, and is here exact᷑- 


ty tranſlated into Engliſh. 


Mutiny at Cambridge againſt the Univerſity, 


MxzmMoRkanDuMN, That on Saturday next af- 
ter the Feaſt of Corpus Chriſti, in the 4th Tear of 
the Reign of King Richard the 2d. after the Con- 
queſt, the Bailiffs and Commonalty of Cambridge 
aſſembling in the Town-Hall, appointed John Gran- 
ceter their Captain ; and compelling him, for fear of 
death, to take an Oath of Fidelity in that Condition,

to the ſame Bailiffs and Burgeſſes, to perform all 
that the) deſigu d to attempt from thence forward ; 
aud there conſtituted the aforefaid James a Burgeſs 
of the Town of Cambridge; together with his Bro- 
ther Thomas Granceſter. Then going to Corpus 
Chriſti College, breaking open the Houſe and Doors, 
they traiterouſly carry d away the Charters, Writings 
and Muniments, with the Jewels and other Goods of 
the Jame College. 

Item, The aforeſaid Malefaftors in a violent 
manner falling upon ſome Maſters and Scholars of the 
Univerſity of Cambridge, obs d them under pain 
of Death, and of deftroying their Dwellings, to re- 
nounce all Privileges granted to the ſaid Univerſity by 
any of the Kings of England, after any manner what- 
ſoever, from the beginnirg of the World : So that as 
well the Maſters as Scholars aforefaid ſhould for 
ever remain under the Government of the Borough. 
And moreover, they compell d the aforeſaid Perſons, 
under the aforeſaid Penalty, to enter into certain 
Bouds 10 pay three thouſand Pounds to the ſaid Bur- 
geſſes, in caſe they ſhould for the future fall under ſuch 
Ol gations, for diſcharging and acquitting all the 
Burgeſſes of the ſaid Town, .as well towards our 
Lord the King, as any other Perſons whatfoever, from 
al Bonds, and Obligations made on account of any 
late Suits or Controverſities ariſen between the Uni- 
ve fity and the ſaid Burgeſſes, and a Releaſe of all 
A tions to be brought on account of the Premiſſes for 
the time to come. 

Item, The aforeſaid Malefactors compell'd the 
Doctors and Maſters, for fear of Death, to give up, 
and deliver to them ſeveral Letters Patents, ſome 
of them of our Lord the King then reigning, 
which they traiterouſly burnt in the Market-Place. 
And the more to exerciſe their Malice, they invete- 
rately bro'e the . eals of the ſaid Letters with Axes 
aud Clubs, and burnt and tore them. And not ſatis-

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hd with thoſe evil Practices, they repair d to the 


Church of St. Mary, and broke open the common 
Cheſt of the Unrver ſity, containing the Muniments, 
with other remarkabie things relating to the Univer- 
fity, and burnt and deſtroy'd the Bulls, Charters, 
Writings, Muniments aud other Things of Note. 
And proceeding thence the ſame Day to the Houſe of 
the Carmelites, they ſeix d another Cheſt belonging 
to the Univerſity. 
Item, the next Sunday after the aforeſaid Feſti- 
val, the Mayor and Bailiſſs, and Commonalty of the 
Town, about two Hours before Midnight, caus'd the 
great Bell in St. Mary's Church to be rung; at the 
Sound whereof, they. aſſembled in the Town- Hall, 
and after publick Proclamation made, they went to 
the Huuſe of William Wigmore, then Beadle of the 
Univerſity, deſtroy'd and burnt the ſame, conveying 
away his Goods. They alſo proclaim'd, That the 
firſt that could light on the ſaid William, ſhould kill 
Item, Proclamation. having been made by virtue 
of our Lord the King's Letters, That no Perſon from 
that time, under pain of Death and Forfeiture of all 
other things that could be forfeited, ſhould Riſe, or 
make Riots or Aſſemblies ; nevertheleſs the Mayor 
and Bailiffs taking along with them very many Ma- 
lefaftors, after publick Proclamation made in the 
Grenecrofte, xepairing to the Priory of Bernewell, 
broke down the Prior's Encloſure, and with Axes 
cut down and carry'd away ſome Trees growing about 
the ſaid Priory, and ſacrilegiouſly did much Miſchief 
there. 

Item, After the ſame Proclamation, the aforeſaid 
Maleſactors publickly feloniouſly and traiterouſly 
burnt the Ordinances and Statutes of the Univerſity 
in the Market-Place ; and an old Woman, cail'd 
Margaret Steere, gathering the Ajhes, ſcatter'd them 
in the Air, crying, Away with the Skill of the 
Clerks, away with it. But 
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| But the aforeſaid Malefactors receiv d the Puniſh- 
ment due to their horrid Vilanies ; for ſome of them 


fed their Country and liv'd in Exile, ſome ſuffer'd 


perpetual Impriſonment, and Jome underwent ſeveral 


Jorts of Penalties.

YEN the Tear of the Creation of the World 
4321, the Renowned King of the Bri- 
tons, Gurgunt, the Son of Belin, a 
Man juſt, prudent, and in all poiuis 
a a Lover of Peace and Fuſtice, follow- 
ing the Example of his Father, who gave Proof of his 
Probity in all Aﬀairs, as well in Peace as in War, and 
was belov'd by all the Kings and Princes of the Univerſe 
above all the Kings of Britain. Thus when bis 
Neighbours rebell'd againſt him, refuming the Cou- 
rage of his Anceſtors, he gave bloody Battles, and 
reduc'd his Enemies to due Subjection. It hapued, 
among other things, in the 6th Tear of his Reign, 
that Sutlac, King of the Danes. who 214'd to pay 
Tribute in his Father*s Days, refus d to pay the ſame 
to him, and to yield him due Subjettion ; which he 
reſenting, ſail'd over with a Fleet againſt him into 
Denmark, and having vanquiſh'd that King in great 


Battles, flew him, and brought his Country under the 
former 
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former Yoke of Subjection. Then returning home vic- 
torious by the Iſles of the Orcades, he met with 30 


Ships full of Men and Women Enquiring into the 
Occaſion thereof, their Chief, whoſe Name was 


Partholaym, came to him with, his Brother Can- 


teber, Heir to the City Cantebra in Spain; who 


was expell'd his Country by his People, and fol- 


low'd by his Friends and Relations, When Par- 
tholaym had paid his Reſpects to the King, he ſu'd 


to him for Peace and Pardon; and repreſenting to 
him the Dangers of the Ocean, begg d of his Bounty 
ſome ſmall Parcel of Britain to ' inhabit, to avoid 
any longer the odious travelling by Sea ; for he ſaid it 
was then an Tear and an half fince, being drove 
from his Country, he had wander'd over the Ocean 
with his Brother and Companions. Being inform'd 
that he came from Spain, and what it was that they 
requeſted, he was appeas d, and receiv'd them into 


bis Proteftion. With them he ſent his Meſſengers in- 


to the Iſland of Ireland, which at that time was de- 
ſtroy d and void of Inhabitants, and which he gave 
to them under an yearly Tribute, appointing Partho- 
laym their Prince, as he had been before. They 
there afterwards increas'd, and being multiply'd, have 


held the Iſland to this very Day. But King Gur- 


gunt kept with himſelf Canteber, the Brother 
of the chief Partholaym, a diſcreet and prudent 


Man, and of a graceful Countenance, becauſe he had 


been formerly fully inſtructed in Learning at Athens. 
Continuing with him, he became fo intimate with the 
King, that he lov'd him as a Father: Being thus 
highly iu the King's Favour, that Monarch, with the 
Advice of his People, reſolv'd to give him his Daugh- 
ter Guenolena to Wife, and with her the Eaſtern 


Part of Britain : He overjoy'd, return'd the King 


thanks for ſo great an Honour ; and going to the 
Lord hips beſtou'd on him, diſcreetly built Cities and 
Towns in proper Places. Then obſerving the pleaſant- 

neſs 
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neſs of the Place, and being deſirous to perpetuate his 
own Name, he built a large City on the River Cante, 


of his own Denomination, to which he brought Aſtro- 
mers and Philoſophers from Athens, and appointed 


them Stipends. From that time the ſaid City was in 


the Briciſh cal'd Caergrant, from his Son Earl 
Grantin, who there built the Bridge, or elſe from the 
Multitude of Philoſophers; but in Latin it was 
nam d the City of Cante from Canteber, its Foun« 
der. But in proceſs of Time it came to be call'd 
Cantebrigia | Cambridge |] 

King Guttelim, the Son of Gurgunt, endeavour d 
to adorn this City with Buildings and Walls, where 
refidiug, his Wiſe Marcia, a noble Lady, learned 
in all Sciences, by the Advice of the Philoſophers pro- 
ceeding thence, enacted a certain Law, which the 
Britons call Marcian. | 

Anaximander, one of the Diſciples of Thales, 
came to this City on Account of his Philoſophy aud 
great Skill in Aſtrology, where he left much Improve- 
ment in Learning to Poſterity. After his Example 
Anaxagoras quitting his Poſſeſſions, after a long 
Peregrination came to Cambridge, where he writ 
Books, and inſtrufted the unlearned, for which reaſon 
that City was by the People of the Country call'd the 
City of SCHOLARS. | 

King Caſſibelan, when he had taken upon him the 
Government of the Kingdom, beſtow'd ſuchPreheminence 
on this City, that any Fugitive or Criminal, deſirous 
to acquire Learning, flying to it, was defended in the 
Sight of his Enemy, with Pardon, and without Mo- 
leftation, U-braiding or Afﬀrout offer d him. For 
which Reaſon, as alſo on Account of the Richneſs of 
the Soil, the Serenity of the Air, the great Source of 
Learning, and the King's Favour, young and old, 
from many Parts 0© the Earth reſorted thither, ſome of 
whom Julius Cæſar, having vanquiſb'd Caſſibelan, 


carry'd away to Rome, where they afterwards flou- 
Tiſh d. In 


diſturb'd by the noiſe of Enemies. 


| from him. The Holy Pope ſent to him two Religious 


' were Baptis d in one Day, from that time perfettly 
believing in CHRIST, who in brotherly Love con- 
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In proceſs of time Maurius, King f the Britons, 
the Son of Arviragus, having obtam d the Crown of 
the Kingdom, fortify'd the Scholars City with ſtately © 
Walls and Towers, to prevent the Philoſophers being 


At length King Lucius coming to that City, aud 
being inform d by the Sayings of the Poets, and the 
Orac/es of the Prophets, of a ſrine God fingle and but 
one, deſiring to know the Myſtery of Faith, he writ 
to Pope Eleutherius, requeſting to receive Chriſtianity 


Do tors, Faganus aud Damianus, who preaching 
the Incarnation of CHRIS, baptis d Lucius him- 
felf, and converted him to CHRIST. Then repair- 
ing immediately to thoſe Philoſophers of the City of 
Cambridge ; they begging Forgiveneſs for their Of- 
fences, duly and effetually embracing the Faith, gave 
Glory with Praiſe to the moſt High; by whoſe Ex. 
ample the People on all fides being cleans'd, were re- 
flor'd to the beavenly Kingdom. | 
At length, the aforeſaid Doctors having ſow'd the 
Words of Life throughout the Iſland, they came to 
Cambridge, where after many and ſundry Diſputa- 


tious with the Philoſophers, Three Thouſand of them 1 | 


ftantly preach'd the Law of CHRIST, ſhowing in 
like manner Signs and Prodigies. But alas! Cam- 
bridge the Renowned City, the Mother of Philoſophy, 
beautiful for Diwelling- Houſes, fortify'd on all Sides 
with Towers, encompaſs'd with Walls of ſquare 
Stones, was conſum d with Fire by Maximian Her- 
culens, Diocleſian's Prince: By whoſe command 
all the Churches in the-aforeſaid City, and all the Sa- 
cred and Catholick Writings that could be found, 
were burnt in the middle of the Market-Place. And 
the choſen Prieſts, with the faithful Servants ſubject

From that time Cambridge remain d deſtitute of 
Children till the Days of King Octavian, who by 


the Iuduſtry of Caradoc, Duke of Cornwall, caus d 
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Dwellings to be provided for the poor Students ; over 
whom he appointed Maurice, a diſcreet Man, and 
knowing in all the Liberal Sciences, to be Warden or 
Chief. He alſo granted them Privileges, leſt they 
ſhould be diverted from their Studies by any Affairs 
of the Country whatſoever. | 
Guytilin, Archbiſhop of London, that noble, 


® wiſe, chaſt and modeſt Man, who invited Conſtan- 
tine to the Entertainment of the King of the Armo- 


rici in Britain, was a Diſciple of this Maurice. 
Afterwards came the Saxons, who waſting Bri- 
tain by vile Treachery, did much harm to the Scho- 


: | lars of Cambridge. Therefore when Pelagius, a 
chief Doctor of that City, fell into Hereſy, other 
= faithful Perſons ſtood up againſt him, for which Rea- 


ſon the City was again ravag d by the Favourers 


Pelagius, who aſſerted, that Man might be ſav'd 
without the help of Grace. And when almoſt all the 
Inhabitants of Cambridge had been deſtroy d by 
God's Enemies, Vortumer, the Son of Vortigern, 
defended the Cambridge Scholars with a ſtrong 
Hand; of which Number the holy Doctors Germa- 
nus aud Lupus carry'd about the ſeveral Parts of 


fbowing the way of God, and by God's Aſſiſtance 
they came to the City of Legions Glotomargancia, 
where they not only taught the Holy Scripture, but 
alſo explain'd to the Youths of the Country other Libe- 
ral Sciences by the Experience of Reaſon, and the 


Form of Nature. So that being Aſtronomers, and 


form'd 
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inform'd in other Sciences, they diligently obſerv'd the 
Courſe of the Stars in the natural Way. Others 
foretold to the Britons, Prodigies to come; and others 
deſpiſing the World, and its Delights, wholly gave 
themſelves up to God by means of Prayer and Con- 
templation, for the Love of the Heavenly Life. Among 
whom Tremerins, Dubricius and T henotus, El- 
dad, David, Swithun and Damian, labour d 
moſt continually at Cambridge in expounding the 


Holy Scriptures, where King Arthur had appointed 
Kynot, a provident Man, Rector, in the Tear from | 


the Incarnation of our Lord 529, to whom the King 
granted the following Privilege. | 


RTHUR relying on the Regal Power re- 

X ceiv'd from God to all his Servants 
greeting, For as much as Almighty God 
through the Mercy of his Clemency, without 


any antecedent Merit, has beſtow'd on me the 


Scepter of a King, 1 willingly return to him 
ſome part of what he has given. Being there- 
fore inſtructed by his Grace, for the Love of 
the Heavenly Country, and the Health of the 
Souls of my Predeceſſors, Kings of Britain, for 
the Advancement of the Publick Weal of my 
Kingdom of Britain, and the ſpiritual Benefit 
of the Scholars continually ſtudying at Cambridge, 
by the Advice and Conſent of all and ſingular 
the Prelates and Princes of the ſame Kingdom, 
with Licenſe of the Apoſtolick See, I by this 


_ preſent Writing -ena& and firmly Decree, that 


the aforeſaid City of Scholars, in which hithet- 
to my Predeceſſors through the Grace of the 
Founder have receiv'd the Brightneſs of Know- 
ledge and the Light of Learning, be exempt 
from publick Taxes and' burdenſome Works; 
that the Doctors and Scholars there may adhere 
to the Study of Literature undiſturb'd, as the 

glorious 
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of CAMBRIDGE. 
glorious King of Britain, Lucius decreed, em- 
bracing Chriſtianity by the Preaching of the 
Doctors of Cambridge. Wherefore the Scholars 
and Doctors of Cambridge are to remain in per- 
petual Tranquility, ſafe and defended by Real 
Privileges, with their Families and Eftates, 
from all ſecular Servitude, as alſo from Regal 
Taxes great or ſmall. This Charter was writ- 
ten in the Year from the Incarnation of our 
Lord 531, on the 7th of April, in the City of 
London. And for the more Security, Kins Ar- 
thur tranſmitted the aforeſaid Charter to Onot, 
the Rector of the Schools of the aforeſaid City, 
by his Nephew Maluuan of known Integrity. | 


But alas ! the City that was full of People, the 
Mother of Virtue, Cambridge, after the Death of 
Arthur, through the ill Practices of Warriors, the Ha- 
wock of Books, and the plundering of Enemies, be- 
came ds it were widow:d of her Doors . Thus the 
horrid Ambrones, Pits and Saxons, whom the 
Traitor Mordred had invited, extirpated both the 
Chriſtian Students and Citizens of Cambridge with 
Fire and Sword, like Wolves among Sheep, waſted 
the fruitful Eaftern Country of Britain, deſtroy 'd 
Churches, and almoſt extinguiſh'd Chriſtianity from 
Sea to Sea. The Ar chbiſhops Theonot of London, 
and Cadeoc of York, perceiving this, fled with all 
that were in Orders, and the Students of Cambridge, 
that had ſurviv' d that great Danger, to the ſhelter 
of the Woods in Wales, where Chriſtianity always 


. | flouriſh*'d, which having been receiuv'd in the Days of 
| Pope Elcutherius had never faild among them. 


But ſuch as were detain'd by Force remain d at 
Cambridge, with Bitterneſs of Mind bewailing 
the Deſolation of the venerable City. 

Bat the aforeſaid Prelates, with the other Remains 


of

the Chriſtiau Religion, and being inflam d with the 


deſire of the Heavenly Kingdom, and affecting a ſo- 
litary Life, abandoning the World, follow d God. 


From whom that moſt noble Abby of Bangor flouriſh'd 


among the People, in which Two Thouſand One Hun- 
dred Monks perſever'd in cotinual Praiſes of the 
Name of God. |

ne rg pre: 6 the Word of God to the Saxohs, being 
the Year, ie afflicted for the Deſtruction of the City of 
for St. Au. Cambridge, he, through the Munificence of Echel- 
guſtine bert King of Kent, ſent for ſome Perſons extraor- 
8 5155 dinarily knowing in the liberal Sciences from the Village 
ge.” of Canterbury, whom he diligently inſtructed in the 


Faith ; to whom afterwards King Ethelbert, by 


the Advice of Auguſtin, and ſpecial command of | 


Tope Gregory, aſſigu'd a Dwelling at Cambridge 
for their Probity of Life, and the Benefit of others. 
Thus he diſtributed Alms among the needy Doctors, 
who employ'd their Induſtry about reſtoring the Clergy 
and Churches, 1 the Law, aid eſtabliſhing 
Peace and Juſtice. Among whom Cedwel, King 
of the Britons, having obtain d the Crown of the 
Kingdom, and being vittorions over his Enemies, 
fortiſy d Towns aud Cities,” and repair'd the City of 
Canterbury, then almoſt deſtroy'd. He reſtor'd the 
loſt Liberties to the Students, by whofe Advice he 
perform'd many brave Exploits | 

At that Time flounſh'd at Canterbury, the famorrs 
Doctors Theodore, Adrian, Sivar, (or Sinan) 
Aldelin, Aidan, Paulin, Felix, and Ebert their 

Refor and principal Preacher. 

Penda, King of the Mercians, perceiving what 
great Wonders God had wrought among the People 
by the Iaudable Preaching of the Scholars and Doctors 
of Cambridge; he went to King Cedwel, intreat- 
ing that he world permit him to ereft an Univerſity 
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in the City of Criclade ; and King Cedwald, at 
the Requeſt of his Wife, who was Penda's Siſter, 
granted leave. Penda, immediately by Honours and 
Gifts drew many from Cambridge, who were ber- 


feftly knowing in the Hebrew and Latin Tongues. 


But Ninety Learned Scholars remain'd at Cambridge, 
whom King Ceadwald honour d, and afterwards 
his Son Cadwald granted them the following Pri-

of all Britain, to all the faithful of CHRIST, 

as well Noble as Plebeians, greeting. I nott- 
ty to you, that I have granted to Almeric, Rec- 
tor of the Scholars at Cambridge, and to ſingu- 
lar his Succeſſors rightly ordain'd, Liberties, 
Rights, Cuſtoms and Privileges, above all Scho- 
lars ſtaying there. And the Scholars and Doc- 
tors of that moſt celebrated Mother of Philo- 


ſophy, the City of Cambridge built by Canteber, 


and honourably wall'd in by Earl Graztin, ſhall 
be free from all Claim, Diſturbance and Scan- 
dal, as my Heirs are to me. Moreover I grant 
to the {aid Almeric and his Vicegerents Power 
to try unknown as well as known Cauſes, as 


— well ſmall as great, and he ſhall have the fame 


Power to puniſh and pardon as my Court has, 
excepting only the Crime of High-Treaſon, in 
the ſame manner as my Predeceſſors granted 
and confirm'd it to the Re&ors of the ſame 
City, viz. Lucius, Aſclepiodorus, Conſtantin, Uter- 
pendragon, Arthur and my Father Ceadwal,by the 
Grace of the moſt High, Kings of Britain, who 
honouring theInhabitantsof the City of Cambridge 
for their Learning and Sanctity of Life, had a 
Reſpe& and Love for it, when the Philoſophers 
and Lovers of Science of all Europe came out 


bf that principal City. Wherefore by the Au- 
| 2 thority 
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thority of the Almighty God, Father, Son and 
Holy Ghoſt, and of the perpetual Virgin, 1 


prohibit, and command all the Governors and 
prime Men of my Kingdom, and of the other 
Nations round about the ſame, that none pre— 
jume to diſturb or moleſt the Rector of the 
atorclatd City, or any Scholar of whatſoever 
Family within the ſame; but that all and ſin- 


gular Prelates, Rulers, and Princes, as to the 


Scholars and their Servants, expect the Judg- 
ment ot the aforeſaid Rector as well in Secu- 
lar as Eccleſiaſtical Cauſes, as our Predeceſſors 
enacted. But if any one ſhall hereafter any way, 
upon any Account, endeavour to break through 


or make void the Teſtimony of this Privilege, 


may he be cut off from the Fellowſhip of Picty 
by the Fan of the laſt Judgment. Written at

Afterwards the Power of the Britons ceas'd 
throughout the Iſland, and the Engliſh began to reign, 
preſerving Peace and Unity among themſelves, tilling 
the Land, rebuilding the Towns and Cities, aud giv- 
ing the greateſt Honour to Learned Men. Egbert, 
Rector of Cambridge, a Repoſitory of all the Libe- 
ral Sciences, who ſucceeded Paulinus in the Biſhoprick 
of York, had the Government of Cambridge, and 
there receiv'd the Degree of Doctor under that ſame 
Father. Under whom flouriſh d God's Champion 
Alquinus in the Government of the Scholars. of 
Cambridge, and ſucceeding him in the Treaſures of 
dom, writ ſeveral elegant Books concerning the 
Trinity, of the Reaſon of the Soul, of Ecclefraſtical 
Opinions, of the Property of the agreeable Names of 
God, tho Mirror of Little Ones; he alſo compoſed 
Oueſtions concerning the Bleſſed Trinity, in Logick and 
Rhetorick ; as alſo 1 lowers of Aſtronomy, and writ 
ſeveral 
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5 ſeveral Epiſtles of Sanctit), Cleanneſs and Virtne. 


Among which, he directed one to the Scholars of 


Cambridge, when he was in the Service of Charles 


in France, as follous. 


O the diſcreet Heirs of CHRIS, the 
Scholars ot the unſpotted Mother Cam- 


bridge, Alquinus, by Lite a Sinner, Greeting and 


Glory in the Virtues of Learning. For as much 


as Ignorance is the Mother of Error, I earneſt- 


ly intreat, that Youths among you be us'd to 
be preſent at the Praiſes of the ſupreme King, 


not to unearth Foxes, not to hunt Hares, let 


them now learn the Holy Scriptures, having 


obtain'd Knowledge of the Science of Truth, 
to the end that in their perfect Age they may 
Teach others. Call to mind, 1 beſeech you, 


our Time, Bede the Prieſt, Doctor of your Uni- 
verſity, under whom, by the Permiſſion of the 
Divine Grace, I took the Doctor's Degree in 


the Year from the Incarnation of our Lord 69e, 


+ whatan Inclination he had to Study in his Youth, 
what Praiſe he has now among Men, and much 


more what Glory of Reward with God. Fare- 
wel always in Chriſt Jeſus, by whoſe Grace you 
are aſſiſted in Learning. Amen. 


This Bede above-mention'd, at the Requeſt of 


Doctor Wilfrid, by the Command of Abbat Chel- 
frid, being led by our Lord, came to Cambridge in 
. the Tear of the Incarnation of our Lord 682, from 
© the Territory of the Monaftery of Peter and Paul 
c Wirenuder, when he was only in Intention, not 
in Habit, a Monk, but already living under Diſci- 
pline; where he profited incomparably before God 
and Men for himſelf and others, ſowing the Fruits 
i of Knowledge, writing Books, informing the Igno- 
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rant, and diſpelling the Errors of many. Whoſe 
notable Sayings were profitable to our Loxd Pope Ser- 
gius againſt the Impugners of the Church, who 
granted many Privileges to the Inhabitants of Cam- 
bridge, oze of which is as follows. 


SrROGIUs, Servant to the Servants of God, 
&c. See it among the Latin Bulls and Charters 
which follow. Num. V. 


This Bede, after many and ſuudry Diſputations 
againſt the Inſults of the Pagans, was in the Lear 
from the Incarnation of our Lord 689, by the Con- 
fent of the Clergy and Prelates of the Kingdom, 
wenerably to his Praiſe, rais'd to the Chair of the 
Elders with the Mantle of Honour and Cap of Digni- 
ty, after the manner of the Athenians. Under 


whom grew up in Name and Renown John Scotus, 
of the Welſh Race, moſt excellent in Wit, famous in 


Philoſophy, and glorious in all Probity ; who at the 
Inſtance of the King of France, entirely tranſlated 


. from the Greek into Latin the Hierarchy of Dio- 


nyſius Areovagita. He likewiſe writ a Book of 
the Diviſon of Nature, good and uſeful for ſolving 
the Prolixity of many Queſtions, the which, being 
allur'd by the Munificence of King Etheldred, he 

broucht to Cambridge, with Grimbald, a Man 


of mich Literature, and Rabanus, the Beloved 


of God, both excellently knowing in Holy Writ, and 
Liberal Sciences; who diſcovering Wonders there, 
receiv'd Authority to teach under John Scotus, by 
Direction of Aldelm, Maſter of the aforeſaid City, 
in the Tear of the Incarnation of our Lord 844. 
This Grimbald, afterwards Biſhop of Winche- 
ſter, divers ways hezour'd Cambridge. Rabanus 
returning to France, full fraught with Learning, 
was made Abbat of Fulda, and afterwards Biſhop of © 
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After Aldelm, Friſtan ſucceeded in the Govern- 
ment of the City of Cambridge, under whom com- 
nenc d Dunwolf, fruitful in Literature; and un- 
der him flouriſh d Denebert, Briſtan, Bretelin, 
Ethelwold, and other glorious Doctors aſterwards. 

Maſter Bede alſo left at Canibriige Perſons 
loving God above all Things, and duly exerciſing 


Juſtice; among whom were Cheulf, Maurice, Of- 


wald, Cadoc, and others great in Grace and Vir- 
tue before God and all the People; for whoſe ſake, 
both the Clergy and Religious were held in great wve- 


_ neration. 


For it was the principal Care of theſe Scholars to 
ſerve Ged faithfully, not the Morld; Virtue in a 
par ticular manner, not the Belly; to adhere to di- 
vine Learning, not to Pleaſure, or the Vices of miſe- 
rable Senſuality. 

Theſe and others the venerable Bede, before his De- 
parture from Cambridge, admoniſh'd ſaying; Learn, 
my Children, whilſt Tam with you ; for I know 
not how long I ſhall continue; and if my Ma- 
ſter take me away after a mort time, and my 
Soul return to him that ſent it, and permitted 

it to come into this Life; I have lived long. 
My Lord Jeſus takes good Care of me in this 
daes of Life; I deſire to be diflolv'd and be 
with CHRIST. 

Returning from Cambridge far advanc'd in Age, 
he departed this World fill d with the 1 of 
Sufficiency by the Grace of the Holy Ghoſt, and now 


tives in our Lord. 


His Diſciples following his Footſteps, and forſal- 


ing the World and its Delights, not being deſtitute 


of Literature, they from their Hearts rejected Vani- 


ty for the holy Defire of Contemplation. living religi- 


_ ouſly. 


King Edmund obſerving their Purity, bighly ho- 
w2rea the Inhabitants of Cambridge, and brought 
B 4. thither 
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thither the Touths of his Country to be inform d in 
I/;irtue and Learning. 

But alas ! the moſt wicked Agents of Satan, the Pa- 
gans Hyngar and Huboa flew King Edmund, with 
an innumerable Multitude of the Faithful of CHRIST, 
in the lear om the Incarnation of our Lord 869. 

Then with their execrable Armies, which were 
worſe to meet than a Bear that has hoſt her Cubs, 
they waſted Cambridge with Fire and Rapine, co- 
vering the Land like Locuſts, when there was no De- 
fender; ravagint cruelly without Pity or Mercy they 
ſpoiled both the Doctors cnd the Students, who were 


Tully inſtrufed in the Liberal Sciences, daily medi- 


tatig on the Law of God, unprovided and unarm d, 
whom they crully ſlew, chopping off their Heads and 
privy Members, and inhbumanly butche;” d their Ser- 
wants, and the Inhabitants of the City and Country. 
Then about the fixth Hour of the Day (that is about 


Noon) by reaſon of this Whirlwind of Perſecution, 


the Deſolation of the Ty Places, and the Slaughter 
of the Saints, there happened ſuch mighty Inundati- 
ons, Thunders, Lightning and Darkneſs, that they 
could not ſce one another. 

At length, when the raging Executioners had 
ceas'd, Juſtice loking down from Heaven, CHRIST, 
their Maſter, advantagiouſly trying his Diſciples un- 
der the perſeverance of Patience, and at the proper Sea- 


fon affording Comfort to his beloved on all ſides, reſervꝰd 


ſome Doctors Cambridge unhurt ; who again re- 


turning into the Iſland, ſo preductiveof Tyrants, ſpread 
about the various Learning they had befcre acquir'd at 


Cambridge, through the Favour, Munificence, Ad- 
vice, Protection and Induſtry of King Sedwal, who 
having got into Power, whilſt Alfred lay conceal'd 
at Ethelyng, in the Tear of our Lord 867, reviv'd 
the publick Schools of ſeveral Sciences at Cambridge, 
which he procur'd to be endow'd with many Privi- 
leges, making good Ordinances for the Students. 


In 
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In proceſs of Time, when Alfred, or Alred, ſup- 
E tated Ly divine Comfort, after many Tribulations, 
ad obtain d the Monarchy of all England, he tranſ- 
| lated to Oxford e Scholars which Penda, King 
of the Mercians, had wih leave of King Ceadwal, 
carry d from Cambridge to Kirneflad, (rather Cri- 
clade, as above) to wich Scholars he was wont to 
diſtribute Alms in three ſeveral Places. He much 

Honour d the Cantabrigiens and Oxonians, and 
granted them many Frivileges. | 
Afterwards he erected aud eſtabliſhed Grammar- 
Schools throughout the whole Ifland, and caus'd the 
uh to be inſtructed in their Mother-Tougue. Then 
| perceiving that the Scholars, whom he had convey'd 
to Oxford, continually apply'd themſelves to the 
Study of the Laws, and expounded the Holy Scri- 
 ptures; he appointed Grimbald their Rector, who 
had been Rector and Chancellor of the City of Cam- 
bridge; and he being of a very great Age, he grant- 
ed him his Quietus in the Tear of our Lord 898 ; 
and that noble Man Beteganus was, with the good 
liking of the Scholars, appointed Rector and Chancel- 
lor of Oxford in the Place of Grimbald. Edward, 
his Son, ſucceeded Alfred, who confirm'd all the 
Privileges granted by his Predeceſſors, ratifying the 
' fame in the jollowing manner.

1280. I. F FUGn Dr Balsuan, 1oth Biſhop of 
WT Eh, to be reckned among the firſt of 
the Patrons of the Colleges now in being, to 
promote the Knowiedge of good Sciences in 

this Place of his Dioceſe, for the Improvement 

of this Univerſity, founded this College, in the 

Year of our Lord 1280, and the gth of the 
Reign of King Edward I. on the very Ruins, 

on which tormerly had ſtood two moſt ancient 

Hoſtels of Scholars, viz. in Trumpington Street, 
without the Gates of Cambridge, having been 
Monuments of the greateſt Antiquity, call'd 

the Hoſtels of the Brothers of Penance, and of 
Jesus CnHrisr; and to the End the Num- 

ber of Scholars might be the greater, that Re- 


verend Father tranſlated the Secular — 
OL 
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of the Order of St. John Evangeliſt, from their 
Oftle in the ewry, for ſo the Street is ſtill call d 
where the Jews formerly liv'd in Cambridge, to 
this his College, becauſe they did not well a- 
gree with the Regulars of that Place. When 
he had carry'd it on about half way, in the 
12th Year of King Edward I. and of our Lord 
1284, two Years before his Death, and aſ- 
ſign'd to it the Right of Patronage of Trip- 
lowe, he appointed the Biſhops of Ely its nur- 
ſing Patrons; where to this Day there are main- 
tain'd upon the old Foundation, 1 Provoſt, 
14 Fellows, 2 Students in Divinity, and 8 poor 
Scholars. This Number may be increas'd or 
diminiſh'd according to the Yearly Revenue of 
the College, and the Dearneſs of Proviſions. 
How it came to have the Name of St. Peter's 
Houſe is not to be paſs'd by in Silence, for it 
was ſo call'd from St. Peter's Church, on whoſe 
Burial Place it was founded. As this Church 
loſt its Name, about the Year 1352, for that 
of St. Mary's Church, on Account of the beau- 
tiful Eaſt End or Chancel, bui't, and dedicated 
to the ever Bleſſed Virgin St. Mary; this Houſe 
had the like Fortune, being even in the Writings 
of its own Domeſticks, about 5o Years afcer 
its Foundation, ſometimes call d St. Mary's 
College, ſometimes the Hall of St. Mary of 
Grace, ſometimes St. Mary's, and ſometimes 
St. Peter's Houſe. But let us return to Hugh 
the Founder. He gave to his Domeſticks of 
Peterhouſe the ſaid Church of St. Peter, with all 
the Rights and Tithes belonging to the ſame. 
With his laſt Breath, he bequeath'd 300 Marks 
for raiſing of new Structures, with which they 
purchas'd a Piece of Ground on the South 
Side of the Church, and built a very beautiful 
Hall. He alſo gave them many Books. For 
this 
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this great Generoſity of the ſaid Hugh, Geoffrey 
Pachenham, Chancellor of the Univerſity, and 
all the Maſter's Regents, by their Decree 
paſs'd in a full Aſſembly, on the 7th Day be- 
fore the Calends of June, 1291, granted that 
there ſhould be a ſolemn Congregation of all 
the Regents, in their Robes, Yearly, on the 
Vigil, or Eve of the Saints Vitzs and Modeſtus, 
after Dinner, in the Church of Peter-Houſe, for 
the Soul of the Lord Hugh, who, as the Regi- 
ſter of Peter-Houſe reports, entirely devoted 
himſelf to the Scholars, and diligently promo- 


ted their Intereſt, Conveniency and Honour, 


with charitable Eyes, and a pious Mind, be- 
ſtowing many Benefits on the Regents and poor 
Scholars, during his Life, and after his Death, 
and adorning the Univerſity with many Privi- 
leges. The Lands and Poſſeſſions of this 
Houſe have been much increas'd, through the 
Generoſity of many Benefactors. Among whom 
Ralph, Biſhop of Norwich, gave two Meſſuages 
at Cambridge, in the Year 1290. Mc. Thomas Pac- 
ching and Mr. William Noyon, the latter Rector of 
Hadenham, are in the Archieves reckon'd among 
the chiefeſt Benefactors. William Cavendiſh, once 
a Fellow there, gave much, The Lord Thomas de 


Inſula, 18th Biſhop of Eh, many Things, and ſuch 


as ſerv'd for performing of the Divine Service. 
Mr. John Kelburne, Fellow of this Houſe, before 
the Year of our Lord 1427 ; Mr. William Re- 
kiſhawe, Fellow, and Doctor of Divinity, in 
1492; Mr. Walter Lacy, Fellow and Doctor of 
Phyſick, in 1522 ; theſe three beſtow d many 
Ounces of wrought Plate. Mr. Robert Gilbert, 
Rector of Ming, in the County of Bucks, of 
the Dioceſe of Lincoln, at his Death, left 20 J. 
in Money. The Widow Elizabeth of Cam- 
bridge 20 Acres of Land, and Jewels ; Pieces 
of Plate were given by Dr. Lancaſter, Mr. Kuk- 
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all, the Doctors Dunton and Caruen, once 
Fellows. Why ſhould I omir Jo Hotham ; 
Simon Lang ham, who gave the Rectory of Cher- 
= ry Hinton, in the County of Cambridge; John 
- Fordham, all of them Biſhops of Ely ; of whom 
Jon Fordham aſſigns one Cauſe, which mov'd

IV. T HE Brethren of the Gild, or Society, 

of Corpus Chriſti, and the Brethren of 
the Gild of the Bleſſed Virgin Mary, joining 
their Stocks, began to build this College, in 
the 18th Year of King Edward the IIId, and 
of CHRIST 1344, dedicating the {ame to the 
Name of Corpus Chriſti and the Blefled Virgin 
Mary, tho' it be now commonly call'd Benedict 
College, and receivd this Name about the 
Year 1380, from the nearneſs of the Church of 
St. Benedict; and on February the zd, 1353, 
they obrain'd the Confirmation of their Col- 
lege of Thomas de Inſula, Biſhop of Ely. The 
ſame Year the Warden and Fellows of this 
Place choſe for the Patron of their Society, or 
Brotherhood, and appointed Elder of their 


Gild, that is, Alderman, or Provoſt, the moſt . 


Renowned Hero, Henry Plantagenet, firſt Duke 
of Lancaſter, Earl of Leiceſter, Lincoln and Derby, 
the Second among the Prime Men of England, 
Lord of Monmouth and Pontefract, ſurnam d the 
Brave and Good Duke, Lord High Steward 


| of England, Lieutenant of Aquitain, and Knight 


of the Order of the Garter. Thus being ſup- 
ported by ſo great a Prince for their Founder, 
or Patron, they not only chang'd this Gild, 


ſeated near the Street cali'd Luthburn, into a Col- 


lege, and obtain'd a Licenſe of Mortmain, as 
the Lawyers call it, but alſo, either by Intreaty 
or Money, acquir'd many ſtately Honſes of the 
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Townſmen. Beſides the moſt Niuflrious Duke 
cave them for ever the Right of Patronage of 


the neighbouring Church of St. Benedict; and 


becauſe the Revenues of this Houſe were ſo 
ſmall, that they could ſcarce ſupply the Maſter

Thomas Mowbray, firſt Duke of Norfolk, added 
one-Fellow and Scholar, Matthew Parker, moſt 
renowned Metropolitan of Canterbury among 
Antiquarics, once Fellow of this Place, and 


afterwards Head of the College, added two 


Fellows, and 15 Scholars, with a Library well 
ſtor'd with ancient Manuſcripts; and Roger 


Mannors, Knight, of the Bedchamber to Queen 


Elizabeth, 4 Scholars. Nor was it a ſmall Ad- 
dition to the Buildings in former Times, that 
John de Cantabrigge, Knight, one of the King's 
Judges, and his Son Thomas de Cantabrigge, a 
moſt Renowned Knight, formerly Brethren of 
this Society, granted to it the Stone Hall, now 
call'd Stonehouſe ; and Nicholas Bacon, Knight, 
our Britiſh Neſtor, Keeper of the Great Seal, 
and Privy Counſellor to Queen Elzabeth, in 
Token of his Affection towards this Col'ege, 
where he had firſt been inſtructed in the Libe- 
ral Arts, built a neat Chappel, over which is the 
Library, a Repoſitory of all Antiquities, and 
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by Will left to jt Stipends for 6 Scholars. Alſo 


Roger Manors, 5th Earl of Rutland, formerly 
an honourable Commoner, here contributed 
much towards adorning of the College and 


Chappel. Others, well affected to Learning and 


Learned Men, gave other Fellowſhips and Scho- 
larſnips. Thus at preſent there are a Provoſt, 
10 Fellows, 34 Scholars, beſides Servants of 
inferior Rank, who are all maintain'd on the

abundantly fill'd with all the Medicinal Know- 
ledge of the Eſculapian Schools, and as it were 
a living Library; Queen Mary's moſt accepta- 
ble Oracle ; a moſt renowned publick Reader 
of Phyſick for ſeveral Years at Padua, in Italy ; 
a great Ornament of this Univerſity, and a no- 
table Aſſerter of the Antiquity of Cambridge. 
That Man born to advance the Commonwealth 
of Learning, enrich'd this Seat of the Myſes 
with ample Lands and Poſſe ſſions for the Main- 
tenance of 3 Fellows, 20 Scholars and a Porter; 
encreas d the Store of the Treaſury, added his 
moſt beautiful new Fabrick to the former qua- 
drangular Structure, and aboliſhing the Name 
of a Hall, as a moſt worthy Founder, call'd it 
Gonevile and Caius College, cauſing the following 
Words on the Corner Stone, towards the Welt, 
viz. JOANNES Caivs Posvir SAPIEN- 
Tia ANN. Dam. 1565. MENSE Maio, 
That is, John Caius erected this to Wiſdom in the 
Month of May, of the Tear of our Lord 1565. And 
that no ignorant Drone may ſlander him as ſome 
ſlight inconſiderable Founder, he gave us the 
Lordſhips of Crokefley and Rickmaneſworth, in 
the County of Hertford, Bincombe, with the Ad- 
vouſon, and Moobourne in the County of Dorſet, 
Rungton and Burnham-Thorp in Norfolk, with the 
Mannor of Crokeſley at Caxton, in the County of 
Cambridge. He alſo to honour this College, pro- 
curd to it a noble Coat of Arms, wiz, Or, ſe- 
mee of Slips of purple Amarant, or Flower 
Gentle, two Serpents erect, on whoſe Heads 
Houſeleek-Leaves, their Tails interwoven reſt 
on a Green Marble Stone, and between them 


is a Black Book adorn'd with Vermillion and 


Gold Claſps. The Amarants and Houſeleek, or 
Sempervive, denote Immortality, meaning, to

much plain and gilt Plate, but alſo above 1600 J. 
with which we purchas d the Mannor of Dokeſ- 
worth St. Peter, or of Albernoon in the County 
of Cambridge, on whoſe Revenues 6 Fellows, 
12 Scholars, one Chaplain and a Hebrew Profeſ- 


ſor are maintain'd, purſuant to her laſt Will. 


And now but very lately, who wil grudge us 
to extol the Maniticencc of Stephen Perſe of Nor- 


folk, Pupil under the Founder 7% Caius, Do- 


ctor of Phyſick, Fellow of the College for a- 
bove 42 Years, when befor he is well cold in 
his Grave, we behold here in the College the 
new Buildings on the North fide riſing, and in 
the City the Walls of the Grammar-School, ca- 
pable to contain an Hundred Scholars, and the 
Alms-Houſes. He at his Death, in the Year 
of our Lord 1615, bequeath'd by Will 5900 J. 
to purchaſe a Revenue of 250 /. for the Main- 


tenance 
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tenance of 6 Fellows, at 10 /. per Annum each, 
6 Scholars at 4/. 6 Aims-Men at 4 /. and the 
Maſter and Uſher of the aforeſaid School, and 
for augmenting the Stipends of the four eldeſt 
Fellows, and thoſe 6 of Jocoſa Frankland, and 
the High-Way from Jeſus-Street to Sturbridge to 
be finiſh'd, with a rais'd Cauſeway, out of 
what Eſtate remain'd. I will not here make 
mention of 500 /. for the building of the Rooms 
for the Uſe of the Fellows and Scholars; 81. 
a Year to repair the New River; 61. 135. 4d.

Provoſis of KIN G's- COLLEGE. 


1. William Millington, born in Yorkſhire, & th 
Provoſt of Clare-Hall, Doctor of Divinity, firſt

Henry VI. the Founder, April 10, 1443 ; but

whereof, in my Judgment, the Device is ſo ex- Þ 
cellent, and the Buildings ſo princely, and apt 


for that Purpoſe, as I cannot omit to ſet forth 
unto you the very Plat of the whole College in 
Cambridge,

Cambridge, even as I find mention'd, almoſt 
verbatim, in his ſaid Will, ſuppoſing, that if 
the Reſt of the Houſe had proceeded according 
to the Chappel already finiſh'd, as his full In- 
tent and Meaning was, the like College could 


Land. This College was begun in his Time, 
and finiſh'd ſo far, that in the Year 1443, 
which was the 23d of his Reign, the Cemitery, 
or Church-Yard, the Altar, &c. as the Man- 
ner was, were conſecrated by the Biſhops of 
Salisbury and Lincoln.

Foot, vaulted and finiſhed under the Soyle of Þ* 
the Ile Windows; and the Pavement of the 
Church to be Enhanced four Foot above the 
Ground without; and the Height of the Pave- Þ 
ment of the Choir one Foot and a Half above 
the Pavement of the Church ; and the Pave- Þ

The Weſt 
Pane ſhall contain in Length 230 Foot, and in 


Breadth within, 24 Foot, in which, at the 


End toward the Church fball be a Library, 
containing in Length 110 Foot; and in Breadth 
24 Foot ; and under ita large Houſe for Read- 
ing and Diſputations, containing in Length 40 
Foot; and 2 Chambers under the ſame Libra- 
ry, each containing 29 Foot in Length, and in 
Breadth 24 Foot; and over the {aid Library a 
Houſe of he ſame Largeneſs, for divers Stuff 
of the ſaid College. In the other End of the 
ſame Pane a Hall, containing in Length foo 
Foot, upon a Vault of 12 Foot high, ordain'd 
for the Cellar and Buttery, and the Breadti of 
the Hall 36 Foot, on every Side thereof a Bay 
Window.

But when the 
Kingdom was rent with Civil Wars, and Queen 
Margaret haſted to the Defence of her Husband's 
Lancaſtrian Party, the noble Work of this Col- 
lege was ſomewhat interrupted. However, the 
Divine Providence was not wanting, which 
mov'd the Lady Queen Elizabeth, eldeſt Daugh- 
ter and Coheir of Richard Wodvile, Earl Rivers, 
Relict of Edward Grey of Grooby, Knight, and 
Wife to King Edward IV. to promote this 
College. She, in the Year of our Lord 1465, 
more ſucceſsfully finiſh'd the ſame, and ob- 
tain'd of her Victorious Husband, King Ed-

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ward IV. many Privileges for it. The firſt 


Feriwader of this Work was Andrew Ducket, a 


Minorite Frier, a moſt worthy and diſcreet 
Man; who being Rector of the Church of 
St. Botulph at Cambridge, was by the Lady Mar- 
garet appointed Warden of her College. He 
having continu'd 40 Years in the Provoſtſhip, 
did not only beg a very great Sum of Money 
among the molt generous of the Nobility, for 
carrying on the Building of the College, bat 


brought many to favour this riſing Houſe, on 


which he had ſettled his Affection, and partt- 
ticularly George Plantagenet, Duke of Clarence ; 
the Lady Cecily, Ducheſs of York, Daughter to 
Ralph Nev1, firſt Earl of Weſtmorland, Wife of 


Richard Plantagenet, Duke of York ; the moſt il- 


luſtrious Ladies, Margaret Roos, Joanna Ing le- 
thorp, and Jcanna Borough, who perhaps look'd 


the more benignly on this College, becauſe two 


Princely Ladies had led them the Way. Bat 
in this Roll of BenefaGors, the firſt is Marma- 


duke Lumley, of the ancient Family of the Ba- 


rons Lumleys, Chancellor of the Univerſity in 
1428, firſt Biſhop of Carliſle in 1430, and af- 
terwards of Lincoln in 1450; who, beſides 4a 


great Number of Books, gave 200 Marks. And 


wat is more to be admir'd, Richard Plantagenet, 
Duke of Gloceſter, afterwards known by the 
Name of King Richard III. tho” he ſided with 
the Houſe of York, as alſo his Wife Anne, ſecond 
Daughter and Coheir to Richard Newvil, the 
moſt renowned Earl of Warwick and Salisbury, 
at the Suit of the aforeſaid Andrew Ducket, was 
ſo favourable, as to add to this College, Prieſts, 
Fellows and Poſſeſſions. And not ſo ſatisfy'd, 
that he might by ſome pions Artifice conceal 
the Blemiſh of his Cruelty, he gave to this 
College, that great and honourable Patrimony 
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of John Vere, . 13th Earl of Oxford, with all his 
Loraſhips, Mannors, Caſtles and Feets, becauſe 
he had made St. Michael's Mount in Cornwall the 
Seat of War againit King Edward IV. and al- 
| ways firmly adher'd to the Houſe of Laxcafter. 
But King Henry VII. recovering the Throne, 
reſtor'd the {ame to the Earl as his Inheritance. 
It would be tedious to infert the whole Cata- 
| logue of Benefactors, amounting to about 150, 
within four over or under, all of them Peers, 
Knights and Eſquires. Among whom, the laſt, 
as I take it, who ofter'd the Grace Cup, was 
George Montague, born in Torkſhire, Fellow of 
the College, Proctor of the Univerſity in the 
| Year 1600, Dean of Weſtminſter, Biſhop of Lin- 
cola, and Almoner to King James I. in 1617, 
laſtly Biſhop of London. I muit nevertheleſs beg 
leave to take Notice, that the Great Deſiderius E- 
raſmus of Rotterdam, weary of growing old a- 
mong the German Muſes, and reſolving to make 
Tryal of himſelf, plunging into the vaſt Ocean 
of Learning, came to our Univerſity of Cam- 
bridge, as to a ſpacious and deep Sea of Erudi- 
tion, and choſe this College for a Retreat in 
his Travels; and how great an Honour and 
perpetual Glory it was to the ſame, when in 
the Lear 1506, the Favour was granted him 
by the Univerſity to commence in Divinity, 
let any one conſider and envy, who looks with 
an evil Eye upon the Reputation of our Uni- 
verſity. The Revenues of the College have 
been ſo much increas'd by each of the aforeſaid 
Founders and other Benefactors, that there now 
flouriſn in it with plentiful Salaries, a Provoſt, 
i9 Fellows, 8 Divinity and 23 other Scholars, 
beſides the Profeſſors of Mathematicks, Geo- 
merry and Hebrew.

 leges, behold here this Nunnery of veil'd Vir- 


gins of St. Radegundis, of the Order of St. Be- 
nedict, which was moſt nobly Founded in the 
Reign of King Stephen, by Malcolm IV. of 
the Name, and 91ſt King of Scots, call'd the 
Virgin, Earl of Cambridge and Huntingdon, in 


Honour of that Saint. He mindful of that 


ancient molt ſtrict Alliance between the French 
and the Scots, continu'd from the Days of Char- 
lemaign of France, and Achaius King of Scots, 
was the firſt, I know of, that brought the Name 
of St. Radegundis into England. To acquaint 


you with whoſe Original, ſhe was Queen of 


France, Daughter ot Bertram, King of Thurin- 


gia, in Germany, and Wife to the moſt Potent 
Lothair, King of the Francs, the Son of Glouis 


the Great, the firſt Chriſtian King in Fance. 
She about the Year of our Lord 460, leaving 


her Husband, retir'd into a Monaſtery at Poitiers,

and there founded the Abbey of the Holy Crofs, 


where they ſtill ſhow her Tomb. Preſentiy 
after the Coming in of the Normans, there 


ſeems to have been only a little poor Cell of 
Nuns about this Place, to whom Pope Hon; i- 
us II. gave ſome Life, granting them the Im- 
propriation of the Rectory of St. Clements at 
Cambridge, in the Year of our Lord 1133, be- 
ing the 5th of his Pontificate, the 33d of the

us, Biſhop of Ely. About this ſame Time 
wie read, that the Lady Conſtance, Counteſs of

came a Benefactreſs; for ſhe entirely gave to 
this Houſe of St. Radegundis all the Fiſhery, 
from the Bridge of Cambridge to the Abbey of 
Barnwell.

* conſpicuous:than all the reſt, for he gave thoſe 


Nuns Land, on which he built a Church, and 


for their better Support, to ſpeak from the Ar-

Penny of the County of Cambridge by Inheri- 
tance. For his Father Henry, Son and Heir of 
David King of Scots, was by King Stephen crea- 
ted Earl of Cambridge and Huntingdon.

ing his Father in all his Honours, left a Son, 
Alexander III. King of Scots, who dy'd child- 
leſs; 3dly, David, Earl of Cambridge and Hun- 
:ingdon, the Propagator of the Royal Race, who 
marry'd Maud, eldeſt Siſter and Coheir of 
Ralph Meſchines, laſt Count Palatine of Cheſter ; 
from which Marriage proceeded only one Son 
and Heir, viz. John, ſurnam'd Scot, Earl Pala- 
tine of Cheſter, who dy'd without Iſſue. But 
there were three Daughters of the ſaid David, 
and at length Coheirs of the {aid John.

Mother to Robert Brus, call'd the Noble Earl 
of Carrick, who not only ſucceeded in the Þ 
Wealthy Inheritance of the two Earldoms of Þ 


Cambridge and Huntingdon, in the Right of his 8 


Mother Elizabeth, and confirm'd the Donation 
of the aforeſaid Malcolm to the Nuns of St. Ro- 
degundis ; but alto c aim'd before King Edward I. 
as the honourab'e Umpire, the Kingdom of 
Scotland, in Right of his Mother Elixabeth, 
againſt Fohn Baliol, as nearer Heir to Alexander. 
His Son Robert Bruce, in the War between the 
Bruces and the Baliols, by his own Valour, i 
gain'd to himſelf and ſecur'd the Kingdom of 
Scotiand, upon the Title tranſmitted to him 
through his ſaid Grandmother Elizabeth from 
the Kings of Scotland. His Daughter Margery, 
only Siſter and Heir to King David Bruce, Wife 
to Malter Stuart, Lord High Steward of Scotland, 
was the Mother of Robert Stuart, King of Scot:, 
in Right of his Mother, ro whom we Brirous 
owe the Sacred Majeſty of King Charles, wiſh- 
ing he may live, be victorious, and proſper. 
Priorz1-s and their Nuns flouriſh'd long in this 
Monaſtery, till at length, I know not by whoſe 
F.init, al their Eſtate being ſquander'd, and 
their Goods taken away, they all, except one 
or two, went away and left the Houſe deſti- 

cute. 
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tate. Which being known to the molt Reve- 
rend Father in God John Alcock, 28th Biſhop 
of Ely, he reſolv'd quite to alter the Poſture of 
Affairs there. He being a Man of wonderful 
Sanctity, great Faith, and highly in Favour 
with King Henry VII. who had for this Reaſon 


appointed him Comptroller of all his Works and 


Buildings, and particularly thoſe at Richmond; 


and from Maſter of the Rolls preferr'd him to 


Lord High Chancellor of Eugland, obtain'd 
Licenſe of the ſaid King, as alſo of Pope Alex- 
auder VI. of the Houſe of Borgia, co convert 
this abandon'd Monaſtery into a College, Pope 
Julius II. at the Inſtance of King Henry VII. 
confirming the ſaid Grant. This he perfected 
in the 11th Year of the ſaid Henry VII. of our 
Lord 1496, placing in it a Provoſt, 6 Fellows, 


and as many Scholars, in Honour of the Bleſ- 


{ed Virgin Mary, St. John Evangeliſt, and the 
Glorious Virgin St. Radegundis, Which Col- 
lege, tho now known by the Name of JES us, 
he built as fine as his own Palace of EH, and 
committed it to the perpetual Protection of the 
Biſhops of Ely, to whoſe Patronage the Place 
had before belong'd. Therefore, I think it not 


impertinent to obſerve: that the Biſhops of El, 


when they came hither, are in the Regiſter ot 
Ely, in the Years 1556 and 1557, {aid to have 


reſided in their own Houſe in ]:svs-College. 


Afterwards other Favourers of Learning ſuow d 
their Generoſity towards it; viz. James Stanley, 
zoth Biſhop of El), younger Brother to Thomas 
Stanley, firſt Earl o Derby, who, in the 22d 
Year of King Henry VII. impropriated the 
Rectory of Great Sheljord, in the County of 
Cambridge, to rhe Uſe of this College; Thema: 
Thirlby, Piſhop of Ely, who granted to it the 
Vicaridges of Fordham, Gil denmordeu, Lt ic jord, 

1 Itenie Glen, 
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Hengſton, Suaſey and Cumberton, in the County 
of Cambridge; Mr. Roberts, Mr. Thorn, Dr. An— 


drews, Mr. Gaynsford, Mr. Foliambe, Thomas Sut- 


ton of Balſbam in the County of Cambridge, ano- 
ther Cræſus for Wealth among the Exgliſb Eſquires, 
Mr. Vaughan and others. It would be a Crime 
not to mention among theſe, Richard Read of 
Bore-place, in Kent, Knight, who was firſt Fel- 
low of King's-College, and afterwards, Lord 
Chiet Juſtice of the Common Pleas, and be- 
ſtow'd on this College that great Brewhouſe by 
the Bridge of the City, on the South Side of 
Magdalen College, being no inconſiderable Ad- 
dition, and at his Death left it in Charge to 
William Capon, the Provoſt, and Mr. Bland his 
Executors, to cauſe 41. a Year Stipend to be 
paid to each of the Profeſſors of Philoſophy 
and Logick. From theſe Beginning ſoon came 
abroad Geoffrey Downs, a notable Divine, John 
Bale, born in the Village of St. Cove, not 3 
Miles from Swold in Suffolk, Biſhop of Sodor, 
vulgarly call'd of the Ifle of Man, the Prote- 
ſtant Writer of the Centuries, and more parti- 
cularly Thomas Cranmer, Fellow of the College, 
come from the County of Nottingham; who 
ſtood up for Henry VIII's Divorce from Queen 
Catherine, and was therefore ſoon preferr'd by 
that King to the Archbiſhoprick of Canterbury. 
By the Goodneſs of the aforeſaid Benefactors, 


and ſome others, the Lands, Poſſeſſions and 


Wealth of this College ſo much increas'd, that 


there now live on the Revenues of the ſaid 


College, a Provoſt, 16 Fellows, and 22 Scho- 
ars,

Hoſpital, where now is the Caſtle Inn, on the 
Welt Side of Emanuel-College, remain'd in this 
ancient Place, confirm'd to them by Bull of 
Pope Ianocent TV. in the gth Year of his Pon- 
tificate, and of our Lord 1250, till the End of 
the Reign of King Henry VII. for at that Time, 
to ſpeak in the very Words of the ancient Re- 
giſter, this Priory was reduc'd to ſuch Ruin, 
Want and Smalineſs of Number, that of an 
once flouriſhing and numerous Company, there 
only remain'd the Prior and 2 Brothers; and 
the Potieſhons both Real and Perſonal were ſo 
waſted and ſpent, that of 140/. yearly Income 
given them by the aforeſaid Nigel/zs, there re- 
main'd only 30. But the Lady Margaret, 


Counteſs of Richmond, the aforeſaid Foundreſs 


of this College, aroſe an Auſpicious Star to 
this Place, who after having founded that Col- 
lege, erected this Second moſt illuſtrious Mo- 
nument here of her Piety, rendring the ſame 
of a private Structure Publick, of an Hoſpital 
a College, and of an Edifice of Brick, equal 
to one of Marble, if you have regard to the 
Muſes. She, a moſt indulgent Promoter of 
Learning, founded this College in the Year of 
our Lord 1508, under the ancient Invocation of 


St. Fohn Evangeliſt, and ſo plentifully endow'd 


it with Lands, Manors and Poſſeſſions, that a 
Provoſt, 50 Fellows, and as many Scholars daily 
return Thanks to God for the Lady Margaret. 
And tho ſhe was ſnatch'd away by an untimely 
Death, to the great Detriment of the College, 
when ſhe had ſcarce laid the Foundation of ſo 
great a Structure, yet ſhe appointed for her 
Executors, 
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Executors, Richard Fox, Biſhop of Wincheſter, 
and Warden of Yembroke-Hall, Folm Fiſher, Bi- 
ſhop of Rocheſter, who by the bye ſuppreſs'd the 
Nunnery of Higham in Kent, and gave it to this 
College, Charles Somerſet, Baron Herbert of Gower 
in the County of Glamorgan, afterwards Earl of 
Worceſter, Thomas Lovel, Knight of the Garter, 
Henry Marne) ot Laer-Marney in Eſſex, and John 
St. John of Bletſo in the County of Bedford, a 
moſt renowned Knight, Robert SHirton, Fellow 
of Pembroke Hall, and Warden here, Hugh A 
ton, Archdeacon of York, and Henry Hornby, 
Clerk, all who were ſo far from failing in the

Pontificial Authority annex'd to the Monaſtery 
of Verceil; and tho” it had been given by Pope 
| Martin V. to William, Biſhop of Milan, yet 
was it by the aforeſaid Eugenius taken from that 
William, after he had been depriv d of the Bi- 
ſhoprick of Milan, on Account of his too much 
adhering to the Council of Baſil, after it had 
been tranſlated to Ferrara, and his favouring A- 
nadeus, firſt Dake of Savoy, choſen Pope by the 
| Name of Felix V. In this Hall there were el- 
derly Fellows, ſo noted for Gravity and Wiſ- 
dom, that it was at that Time look'd upon as 
the Oracle of the Univerſity. And to the End 
that it might be in all Reſpe&s a Work truly 


Regal, this Hall was made of ſo magnificent 
Structure, that it was capable of entertaining 
King Richard II. when he held the Parliament

ſoon after ; ſo that the Hundred Years are to be rec- 


koned back from that Time, and yet he takes them in 
the eroſs, for the Time of building the ſeven Colleges 
much exceeds an Hundred Years). It was erected 
on the very Place on which the Monaſtery of 
Franciſcans, commonly call'd Grey Fiers, built 
by King Edward I. had flourifſh'd, This Mo- 
naſtery was very famous among all the others 
at Cambridge, becauſe formerly he yearly Af 
ſeimblies of the Univerſity, and the Publick Ex- 
erciſes were kept in it, by Reaſon of its Large- 
neſs. When the Friers had been expell'd, the 
Lady Frances Sidney, Counteſs of Suſſex, the 
Daughter of William San made Knight Ban- 


nerer 
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neret at Fhddon, and Steward to the Houſhold 
to King Edward VI ; Siſter to Henry Sidney, 
Knight of the Garter, and Lord Preſident of 
Wales; Aunt to Philip Sidney, Knight, tamous 
for his Arcadia, and to Robert Sidney, Baron 


Sidney, Viſcount Liſle, Earl of Leiceſter, Lord 


Chamberlain to Queen Anne; and Widow of 
Thomas Radcliffe, 3d Earl of Suſſex, dying with- 
out Iſſue in the Year 1589, by her laſt Will 
left 5000 J. to be laid out in Founding this 


College, to be call'd Sidney-Suſſex, Her Exe- 


cutors were Henry Grey, 5th Earl of Kent, and 
John, Baron Harrington of Exton in the County 
of Rutland, who pertorming the Truſt repos'd 
in them, built this College, and endow'd it 
with Revenues for the Maintenance of a Ma- 
ſter, 10 Fellows and 20 Scholars, purſuant to 
the Will of the Foundreſs. The ſaid two Ex- 

ecutors added much to this Foundation of their 
own Generoſity. The Reverend Father in God 


James Montague, Biſhop of Wincheſter, and Dean 


of the Royal Chappel, deſcended from the no- 
ble Family of the Montacutes, Earls of Salisbury, 
and the Knightly of the Harringtous and Sidneys, 
by his Mother, was firſt Provoſt of this Col- 
lege, and a Benefactor, as was his elder Bro- 
ther Edward Montague of Boughton, 1n the Coun- 
ty of Northampton, Knight, and Baron John Har- 
rington, Junior. It had afterwards other Bene- 
factors, John Hart of London, Knight, who ad- 
ded 2 Fellows and 4 Scholars; Peter Blundel, 
2 Fellows and 2 Scholars; John Freeſton one 
Fellow and 2 Scholars; Mr. Leonard Smith, one 
Fellow and one Scholar, who all aſſign'd Sti- 
pends for their Maintenance.
